The conſideration where 
of, and the neceſſitic of a tymous and ſubſtantioue ſupplis to be. nt «a Our (aid deareſt Uncle, the King 
of Denmarke, moved WS to give warrand for levying of ſome Forces in this Our kingdome, and Wee 
recommended to Our Counſell the furtherance and advancement of theſe levyes , and the tymous, and 
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ſpcedie diſpatch of them, And although diverſe perſons of good qualitie out of their generous diſpoſition to Our honour, and credite 
of tlicir Countrie, have embraced this ſervice, Yet there are numb<rs of idle and maiſterlefſe men, wanting trades, {ervice, and meanes 


to live by, who ſhunnes the ſame: So that this ſupplic, which Vcc io carneftlic afteR, and Our ſaid deareſt Uncle, the King of Dewnark 


ſo conſtantly expeRts, is like to be fruſtrate, to Our bigh offence and diſpleaſure, and to the ſhame and diſcredite of this Our Kingdome. 
For preventing whereof, W E E, with adyyſe of the Lords of our fecreet Counſell, have given and granted, and bythe tennour heeree 
of, gives and grants Our warrand and Commiſſion, and therewithall Commands and ordaines, The Iuftices of Peace througbout all 
the Shirefdomes of this Our Kingdome, and the Miniſters ofthe particular Paroches within the ſame. That in eyerie Shiretdome where 
diviſionis made thercofin quarters, or circuits, and the attendanc-* over the quarter, or circuit is committed to any particular Juſtices of 
Peace within the ſame. Thar one of the ſaid luſtices of peace, * th the Miniſter of cach particular Paroche Kirke within the circuite, 
make choiſe oftwo honeſt men of the Seſkon of the Paroche, and they concurring together, to take tryall and inquirie of all idle, and 
maſtcrleſſe men, wanting ſervice or competent meanes to Jiue b y within the boundes of the Paroch. . And where there is no diviſion 
made by circuits, or quarters, and where there are no luſtices of peace reſident in a Paroch; That in that caſe ſome one of the luſtices 
of peace dwelling in the next adjacent Paroch, with the Miniſter of the Paroch, make the ſai ' hoiſe of two honeſt men of the Seſſion, 
and take the tryall and inquirie forcſaid. And of eyerie ſuch tryall and inquirieſo to bee i;..cn, that a liſt and Roll bee'made of the 
names of the perſons, againſt whom this tryall ſhall proceed, with their age and qualitie, and where, and vnder whom they dwell, and 


that they report this Roll ſubſcrived with their hands, and teſtified by their conſcience, that it is a true roll faithfully given vp according 


to their knowlegde without private reſpe&s. And that none oi the qualitie foreſaid are omitted foorth thereof, and that the roll bee 

cloſed, and ſealed, and reported to the ſaid Lords of Our Counic!i 7nrevealed, or the tenour thereof divulged betweene and the Fiftcen 

daye of Iunic nextocome at the furtheſt. As the ſaid Juſtices of peace, and Miniſters will teſtific their affeQion to this ſervice, which 

ſo highly concernes WS, the true Religion, and the honour 2nd credite of Our Kingdome, and as they will anſwerevpon the contrare 

at :Neir perill. 

| UR WILL IS herefore,andWechargeyouſtraitly and commands that incontinent theſe our letters ſeene Ye paſſe 
andin our Name and authoritie Make publication hereof by open proclamation at the market croces of the head 
Burrowes of this Our Kingdome, and other places needfull, where-through none pretend ignorance of the 
ſame.
